erating Boom in Chicago. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 23.—The general west- 


era office of tho United Press in this 
city was moved yesterday from the old 
Herald building on Fifth avenue to the 
new Uerald building on "Washington 
street, where ther occupy a moffnificcul 
suite of rooms on tho fourth floor. 
Every instrument and piece of furni- 
ture in the operating room was manu- 
factured by special order, and uoothei 
telegraph office in the country has 
duplicates of the machinery. From the 
little pubh buttons on every de.slc and 
operating" table in tho rooms to tho 
sturdy motor that furnishes battery 
power lot- the whole plant, every- 
thing was 
designed 
and 
made 


for 
this 
particular 
ofliee.

telegraph machinery 


here too, that were invented to do 
honor to thr new ufllcc. One of tln-sv 
is a combination sending set, on which 
one man can transmit on one, two, 
three or four "Ic^b" or wires at the 
same time. Twenty loops run to the 
switchboard—ten from tlie Postal and 
ten from the "Western Union company'H 
main oflice. There tire four sets of 
button repeaters which can be divided 
into eight single setb; three sets of au- 
tomatic repeaters; two single wire sets 
which can be used on duplex or quad- 
ruplex loops by throwing a switch, nnd 
one single-line set. 


The ollice is, of course, lighted by 


electricity. 
Touching a button sets tho 


central chandelier aglow. There are 
four lights to eaeli of tho three quar- 
tette tables and the desks are fitted 
with handsome standnuls. The globes 
are bulb-shaped, opalescent glass, and 
were designed and manufactured espe- 
cially for the United I'ress. The type- 
writer stands are also of a special pat- 
tern and the niacbiues themselves are 
Remingtons, desig-jjeil for the heavy 
work required of them, it being neces- 
sary to make eighteen copies at once 
by the manifold process. 


The ollice of A. L. Snesmnn, general 


v/estern manager, from whence the 
work of (he bureau is directed, adjoins 
the operating room and is connected 
with the other rooms of the suite by 
call hells and telegraph wires. As in 
tho operating room, the chandelier is 
controled by a button, while a second 
button opens the door and a third 
shows a number on tho annunciator in 
the operating- room. Thus electricity, 
the main agent of the United Press in 
its newsgathering, has been harnessed 
and set to work as a house scrvaut.aml 
it is no less faithful in the onu capacity 
than in tlie other. Xor is tliis surpris- 
ing, for in the journalistic annals of 
the last decade the aohievuents of tlie 
two—the United I'ITSS and its ally, Urn 
eleeti-ic 
telegraph—are 
inseparably
